No one pays 
attention.There's only a single enemy aircraft 
in the sky. 

The aircraft flies across the city. Above the 
centre, something falls. It's hard to see-the boml 
is very small;two kilograms in weight,a little 
larger than a tennis ball in size. 

It falls for 10 or 15 seconds.it falls and falls. 
Then there is a sudden searing flash of light, 
brighter and hotter than a thousand suns. Those 
who were looking directly at it had their eyes bu 
rnt in their sockets. They never looked again on 
people or things. 

In the street below there was a business man 
walking to his work;a lady, as elegant as she was 
beautiful;a brilliant student,leader of the class; 
a little girl laughing as she ran. 

1 And in a momant they were gone. They vanish- 
I ed from the earth. They were utterly consumed 
by the furnace of the flash. There were no ashes 
even on the pavement, nothing but their black 
shadows on the stones. Scores of thousands mor 
e, sheltered by walls or buildings 'from the flasl 
were driven mad by intolerable thirst that folio 
wed frorrr-tire hadt.They ’ran iin frenzied hordes 
towards the seven rivers of the delta on which 
Hiroshima is built. 

They fought like maniacs to reach the water. 

If they succeeded, they stooped to drink the 
poisoned stream,and in a month they,too,were 
dead. Then came the blast, thousands of miles 
an hour. Buildings in all directions for kilomet¬ 
res, flattened to the ground. Lorries,cars,milk- 
carts,human beings,babies' prams,picked up 
and hurled like lethal projectiles hundreds of 
metres through the air. 

Then the fireball touched the earth, and scores 
of conflagrations,fanned by hurricane winds, 
joined in a fire-storm. And many thousands 
more, trapped by walls of flame that leaped 
higher than the highest tower in the town, in 
swift or in longer agony, were burnt to death. 
Then all went black as night. 

The mushroom cloud rose 12000 mettes.lt 
blotted out the sun. It dropped it's poison dust, 
its fallout,on everything that still remained 
not lethal in Hiroshima. And death by radio-acti 
ve sickness from the fallout was the fate of thu 
se who had survived the flash, the river, the 


On that fatal morning 240000 people died 
within an hour.Today in Hiroshima,many young 
people who were only forming in their mothers 
_. WO mb when the bomb fell.show the fatal seeds 
of leukemia. Let's remember that the Hiroshima 
bomb was a nuclear midget. Many of the present 
weapons are a hundred times as powerful,and 
some a thousand times. The stockpiles of the 
world, if they were used, would serve to extermi¬ 
nate mankind,three or four times over.

We then drifted about getting 
slowly pissed, meeting new people, 
buying fanzines + demos.

By now there was about 500 people 
in the park + the inevitable game of

The Rainbow Campaign to atop Trident now is a campaign of non violent direct action 
focusing on seven actions, each with a colour of the rainbow as it’s theme. As we build 
a rainbow of peace we hope to dismantle the Trident programme. Rainbows have always been 
an important symbol of peace and harmony. 

There have been two rainbow actions - the red action in September 1985 which was a 
blockade of the Clyde submarine base. 450 people came to blocks the roads to the base 
and 64 people were arrested. To avoid having their workers seein g the demonstration, the 
HoD gave their civilian work force a paid dav off r 


The orange action in February 1986 had a greater emphasis on making links and 
educating ourselves with workshops on trident, jobs, future actions and busking and 
leafleting in nearby Bumbarton and ceilidh gave many people a chance to get to know more 
about what is going on. Direct action happened and the missile fuel tanks in Coulport 
wqre danced on (among other things).

Also I believe that though none as bad as the S. African government every country 
has a system of government I disagree with and under that government people are being oppressed, so 
why not boycott all those countries as well? It's really hard, in ideal situations boycotting is a good 
weapon, but I ds«don't agree it works here. 

Tirade-What is ©narchy to you? Jaf-Well, basically it's freedom, without groups or individuals being 
discriminated against because of their colour or the clothes they wear and other such reasons which 
keep people segregated. Also it's co-operation and trust and people working together peacefully, share- 
ing tasks etc. It's also freedom for all people and animals, without murder,rape and other such crimes.

‘Stop the City’ 
mob ran riot 


A RAMPAGING mob ran 
riot through the heart of 
Norwich in an angry bid to 
“Stop the City,” a court 
heard yesterday. 

Twenty people — some wearing 
wigs and disguises — caused almost 
£8000 worth of damage in a care¬ 
fully-planned outburst of destruc¬ 
tion in London Street and Bank 
Plain. 

Norwich'Crown Court heard how 
they: 

• Left shop staff and passers-by 
shaken and frightened as they ran 
amok. 

• Hurled smoke and paint bombs 
in a South African protest at 
Barclays Bank in Bank Plain, and 

• Shattered shop windows in a 
stone-throwing race, through London 
Street. 

Mr. Graham Parkin, prosecuting, 
said the accused caused a total of 
£7985 worth of damage in the 
protest on April 30 last year. 

Yesterday 15 of the 20 accused 
were dealt with by Judge John 
Blofeld. Five others still have to be 
tried. 


Smoke bombs 
thrown at bank 


Mr. Parkin said some of the 15 
disagreed with certain aspects of 
commercial life, particularly with 
Barclay's interests in South Africa. 

They regarded the attitude of the 
Norwich public as apathetic to £he 
issues. Jason Pearson and Alexander 
Moore had attended several demon¬ 
strations and decided to hold a 
“Stop the City" protest in Norwich. 

Pearson drafted a leaflet entitled: 
“Get Off Your Knees." It said the 
time had come to strike out, said 
Mr. Parkin. 

It called on people to attend the 
demonstration in London Street. It 
appealed for them to bring smoke 
and paint bombs. 

“We shall smash their institu¬ 
tions, their banks, butchers, fur 
shops and fast food stores. Come 
with your faces covered and your 
spirits high." it went on. 


The leaflet was photocopied and 
Moore and Pearson distributed it, 
mainly at two musical events at the 
Louis Marchesi pub and the 
University of East Anglia, about 10 
days before the planned demonstra¬ 
tion. 

Word spread far, with Kenneth 
Bage travelling from London, bring¬ 
ing two smoke bombs, said Mr. 
Parkin. The original planned day of 
action was April 29 but was put off 
a day when the organisers heard the 
police had learned of it. 

They gathered in London Street 
wearing wigs and disguises. Amelia 
Pearson admitted making a diver¬ 
sionary call to the police, telling 
them of an incident at the UEA. As 
soon as this had been done, she told 
her brother to start the protest, said 
Mr. Parkin. 


Two or three of the mob then 
threw smoke and paint bombs into 
Barclays, before running through 
London Street. I 

Mr. Stephen Llewellyn, repre¬ 
sented Aikens, Bage, Harvey, Henry, 
Kilsby, Middleton, Pease and 
Potter. 

Aikens told police that he had not 
been at the protest but admitted 
giving fireworks to Moore. Aikens 
was now a conservation worker and 
Bage a stonemason at Westminster 
Abbey, said Mr. Llewellyn. The 
others were all unemployed. 

Mr. Stephen Harvey said Adrian 
Grand was now a milkman but his 
brother was unemployed, Mr.- Guy 
Ayers said his clients Cooper and 
Jason Pearson were also 
unemployed. 

Mr. Christopher Ash appeared for 
Moore and Amelia Pearson. Pearson 
was about to start work in London 
as a waitress and Moore had been 
working as a conservation field 
worker. 

Mr. Richard Daniel appeared for 
Skingsley and said he had started 
work this' week at Anglian 
Windows.

These related to criminal damage to butcher 
shops. 

Judge John Blofeld ordered, the not guilty 
pleas to lie on the fire.''' " v 


Cooper, Patrick Grand, Harvey, Henry, 
Kilsby, Middleton and Pease were all fined £75. 

Bage and Amelia Pearson were both given 
three-month prison sentences suspended for two 
years. Bage was also fined £100 and Pearson 
ordered to pay £75 compensation. 

Potter was given a one-month prison sentence 
suspended for one year and ordered to pay £75 
compensation. 

Moore was ordered to do 80 hours com¬ 
munity service and pay £100 compensation. 
Aikens was fined £250, Adrian Grand £200 and 
Skingsley £ 125.
